JACKSON PURCEASE ENERGY CORPORATION’S 
RESONSE TO MOTION TO SCHEDULE HEARING 

Comes the defendant, Jackson Purchase Energy Corporation (“JPEC”), through counsel,

Motion to Schedule Hearing, states as follows:
